The range of the barometer has been trifling, only four times as low as 29.5, and most- 
ly about SO, seldom one tenth above it. 

The thermometer has been continually fluctuating in the mornings between 274, which 
it was on the 19th of January, and 50 which it was on the 1st and 4th of January; 
indeed it was scarcely two mornings near the same temperature. 

The highest at which the thermometer was observed at 2 r.a. was 53 on the 1st of J». 
nuary, the lowest 30 on the 15th of the same month. 

The prevalent winds have been S.W. which was 18 times, it was observed also N.W 
2 ; S.E, 6 ; E. 2 J N.E. 3 times. 



CELESTIAL PHENOMENA. 

FOR FEaRDARY, 1810. 

On the 1st the Moou rises at 36 min. past 5 a.m. and sets at 48 min. past 1 p.m. 
hence she will not be visible, except for a short time in the miiniiiig. 

5, The new Moon will he seen in the evening towards the w.s.w. having near, 
but above her, the four stars in the triangle of the Watei-pot, and btlow her 
Mercury, and the eisjhth of the Water-b«arei-, above her is Mars, and at a 
considerable distance higher up, Jupiter. Thus three planets, with' the Moor, 
decorate the western hemisphere, and her passage by two of them will naturally fix 
our attention. 

10, She is on our meridian at 19 min. past 5, havina: directly under her Menkar, »i 
tbe first star of the Whale, the three first stars of the I'anri beina; to the we.«t, as th-^ 
Pleiades are at nearly an equal distance to the east of the meriflian ; at 9, she is Hi* 
12 from the second of the Twins. 

15, She is on the meridian at 16 min. pa«t 9, being near the middle of the Trian- 
fcle, formed by the third, the first and the second of the Twins, and the first and second 
of the little Do<?. The thirdof the Twins being to the west, the other .stars, to the 
east of the meridian ; at 9 she is 40* 32' from the first of the Lwn, and 3S° 20' from 
Aldebaran. 

20, She rises nearly at the same time with the second of the Lion, tbe fir.st btin? at 
a considerable distance above her, and her course is directed to the Iwenticth of "the 
Lion, which suffer? an occultation liet'ore she sets, this lakes place the followjii" inOHi- 
inj, a little after 5 j the star emerges a little before s x, 
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47 She rises 25 min. p»»t 3 *•*«• and is soon after followed by Saturn and the st^rs 

"'Mereury'i's an evening sta'*d">''"S">efornitv, and a morning star, dining the latter 
Dart of this month. His inferior coniunetion takes place on the I6th. 

Venus is a morning star, but so low at sun-rise, that she witl be seen bat by few.— 
Her motion is direct. On the first she is under the two first stars of the Goat, and pro- 
ceeds to » point under the four stars in the triangle of the Water-pot, but does not 
reach its stream. 

Mars is an evening star and may be seen in the upper psrt of the lower region, at 
his first appearance on thelst, tothe west of the south-west ; but his duration above 
the horizon after Snn-set decreases, though slowly, every night. The Moon passes him 
eu the 6th. 

Jupiter i»on the meridian at )6 min. past 4 on the 1st, and at 16 rain, past 3 on the 
19th, of course we shall have sufficient opportunity of making observations on this 
beautiful and largest of the planets. The Mdon passes him on the 23d. 

Saturn is a morning star, being on the meridian at 51 miu. past 7 in the morning of 
the 1st, and earlier every succeeding morning ; his motion is tiirect through 1|- degrees 
in the Milky way, under the right leg.of the Serpentrbearer. Antares with the se- 
cond of the Scorpion, are to the west of him. The Moon passes him on the 27th. 

Herschell is stationary on the 13th, and of course his motion for some time, both 
beforeand after that day will be scarcely perceptible. It is first direct and then retro- 
grade. The Moon passes him un the 25tfa.
